AMONG OURSELVES 
We have received a nice letter from 
Johana Vettoretti, a former employee now with 
Project Hope, who had many interesting things

: LA "Our trip from Honolulu to Djakarta was 


a very busy one trying to get the hospital in 
shape for receiving of patients-and this was quite a job as there 
was no other heip than the nurses themselves to get down with 
scrub brushes and mops to clean up the wards, and scrub down the 
operating rooms, etc. They did a magnificent job, also in view 
of the fact that many shortages of supplies and equipment were 
discovered in the process. Before arriving in Djakarta, we were 
informed by radio, that quite a program had been planned for us in 
Djakarta-patient care as well as social events-as a matter of fact 
they outiined such a program-we began to wonder just how this was 
all to be accomplished. Weil, we arrived one hot sunny day-and how 
it can get hot here-and it all started with a bang-we had a 
reception committee to greet us and then did we have to do the 
receiving-groups of two to five hundred people came aboard and had 
to be shown around. You recall the up and down there is here-and 
pretty soon we were all exhausted-not knowing this would not only 
continue to be a daily feature-but that the number would increase. 
On top of it all-we were informed quite suddenly we would have 
thirty admissions on Saturday-which was only two days after arrival. 
We didn't mind geiting our hospital started-but this group of patients 
didn't arrive until afternoon-and of course we had cameramen all 
over the place-patients didn't have any history with them-there was 
a language barrier-interpreters were scarce-these people don't have 
two names-they don't know when they were born-they stop to think 
of the mates name-and so on. I had all this, as 1 wanted to run 
the admitting office the first two days, so that 1 would know what 
the problems would be and what to prepare the girls for. 7lesure 
had it! The second day-a Sunday-we got about twenty in the after- 
noon. During this first period in Djakarta i worked fifteen days 
straight without a break. To be sure I eventually got a day off 
for the Sunday-but our work days are Monday through Saturday (Sunday 
if urgent matters come up-or evenings-or anytime) 8:30 a.m. to 
4:00 p.m. with %hour for lunch. Since Surabaja our hospital 
load has lightened considerably, so we work only % day on Saturday. 


The cases admitted aboard have been of extreme interest 
in all fields of medicine. We see the most unusual kinds of 
tumors—and diseases-and the outstanding feature-almost all patients 
are infested with parasites. We find that the malignancies here 
are always far advanced, and while a clinical diagnosis is made, 
and is made accurately, there seems to be no definite treatment 
carried out-but at the same time these people are kept in the 
hospitals for long periods of time. We recentiy had a very 
interesting Teratoma in the region of the sacrum in a little boy 
of 8 or 9. He had been lying in a hospital for three months- 
the tumor had begun to ulcerate- We brought him aboard, our surgeons 
excised it-it was benign and he did beautifully post-operatively, 
anu we know he will lead a normal life now."..... 
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
